Project Purpose

City Center is a building that houses the library and many
city operations including City Hall. One is converting the
old fire quarters of the City Center into library space for
more programing room.

This project will provide a new 22,000-square-foot Public
Safety and Emergency Operation Center for Lake of the
Woods County in Baudette, Minnesota.

Replacement of our equipment that is used daily to
maintain our Town Roads.

Expanding capacity. Our current capacity only allows us
to provide shelter for approximately 50% of the people
who apply for shelter.

The Wave Youth Center of Big Lake seeks to construct a
new facility to address the growing needs of youth in the
community, expand programs and mentoring, and
provide necessary resources providing a facility with the
right tools, technology, and space.

This shovel-ready project being proposed is a
collaboration between the city of Bigfork and the school
district. The community has raised funds to combine with
school district funds and other funds to add a community
fitness and wellness center and other educational
enhancements to the school.

Renovate and redevelop the recently closed Bird Island
Elementary School into a multi-use property that will
foster school sports, student learning, business expansion,
community wellness, a deep winter greenhouse, and arts
programs.

The Infinity Center will be multi-purpose facility to serve
residents of all ages. The space is to include activities for
all ages.

The City of Callaway and Callaway Volunteer Fire
Department are requesting funds to assist with building a
new fire hall.

We are desperately in need of a New Fire Hall because we
have outgrown the current facility. We are not able to
house all Fire Trucks and Equipment in one building
anymore.

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Our Connect Up Carver project is constructing fiber to
upwards of 2200 rural locations throughout Carver
County. We are requesting to fund the cost of fiber
construction to the last 450 most vulnerable rural
under/underserved locations within Carver County by
constructing the last 70 miles.

This project aims to implement needed high-impact health
and safety and energy efficiency upgrades at the
elementary school for the Cass Lake-Bena School District
within the Leech Lake Reservation in northern Minnesota.

Funding will be used to build a new library building. The
library has become a community center and gathering
place for the whole community.

Our existing boilers were installed when the facility was
built in 1959. The project would replace these original
1959 steam boilers with hot water boilers that operate at
higher efficiencies than steam boilers, leading to energy
savings.

Phase 2 will provide laboratory space hands-on training
for plant operators, addressing the shortage of qualified
professionals in the food processing industry. The AIC will
work with established education systems in the region to
provide this experience.

The NLC is building a world-class, net-zero energy facility
that will create dozens of valuable permanent jobs,
stimulate the local and regional economy, and position
Minnesota as a national leader in loon and freshwater
conservation.

Constructing a new fire station and training facility is a
cost-effective method to provide the Dassel Fire
Department the ability to maintain high quality coverage
of its service area and enhance public safety needs into
the future.

This Center will be a place to serve a large array of needs
including space for seniors to gather and receive services,
families who need help with food or social services, or a
place to gather and spend time with one another in a safe
and open setting.

Construction of a new standalone Law Enforcement
Center.

This project aims to address these issues by providing
comfortable, accessible seating and art gallery hanging
systems to display art for shows, performances,
discussions, and community events.

The funds will be used to hire an architectural/planning
firm to determine our facility's needs

The City of Mapleton is exploring the feasibility of spurring
real estate development in the community to fulfill our
facility needs regarding city offices, multifamily housing,
and a childcare center.

A new fire hall will be able to accommodate all the
storage of trucks, equipment, and gear needed. When the
new fire hall is built the city's public works department will
move into the old fire hall and convert it into the city shop
and equipment storage.

The City of Monticello's current public works facility was
originally constructed in 1975. The City has experienced
significant growth since 1975 and the facility is in need of
repair and no longer is feasible for the Public Works
Department to operate out of.
